2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-28 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2X4), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest die subject matter 
of the present invention. 



Claim 1 relates to a fluorinated copolymer comprising repeating units from (a) a hydroxyfluoroalkyl-substitated olefin and (b) an 
acrylic monomer having hydroxyl- or polycyclic alcohol-substitution. Claim 22 relates to a photoresist composition comprising the 
fluorocopolymer of Claim 1 and a photoactive component. 



Regarding the limitation of parent Claim I . Mtddleton only discloses a method for the production of a fluorine-coiitaming copolymer 
made from at least one from fluoroolefm or acrylic monomer with a hydroxyflucro-alkyl-siibstituted styrene compound. Middleton has 
used nc^fUDctionalized acrylates. Therefore, Middleton is silent with the use of a hydroxyl-ccntaining acrylic monomer (b) In order 
to pre^ resmfor photoresist, Okino etal.has disclosed using hydroxyl-containing adamantyl acrylate, while Choi has disclosed 
using t-butyl hydroxymethacrylate. However, Okino and Choi, in combination or alone, in no way teach or fairly suggest the
